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By Order dated March 9, 2004, the Board directed employer to show
cause why its appeal should not be dismissed for failure to file the required
Petition for Review and brief in BRB No. 04-157 BLA-A. 20 C.F.R.
88802.211, 802.218(b), 802.402(a).

Employer has not responded to the Board's Order. The Board's records
indicate that counsel for employer has received the Order to show cause on
March 12, 2004, as evidenced by the U.S. Postal Service Return Receipt. The
Board therefore, dismisses employer’s appeal, BRB No. 04-157 BLA-A, as
abandoned. 20 C.F.R. 8802.402.



Claimant’ s appeal, BRB No. 04-157 BLA remains pending.
